| | Cancer Cases Nearly Tripled _ 
In French District in 4 Years

PARIS, Aug. 1—Almost a tripling 
of the number of persons suffering 
“from cancer has been reported in the 
District of ‘Toulouse.during the last 
four years, according to a communi-- 
cation read to the Academy of 
Science by Professor Remond of the 
Toulouse Faculty of Medicine. 

The statistics cover 604 localittes 
in elght departments. -They show 
that the number of sufferers from 
the disease in 1919'was 300, and that 
the ‘number Increased to 362 in 1920, 

/ 585. in 1921 and 846 in 1922. For thé 
City of Toulouse the increase In the 
four years was from 22 to 126 cases. 

It has been observed that with the 
increase in the number of cases there 
has been a decrease in the average 
age at which the disease appeared.

Sixteen liners arrived in Whis port 
yesterday, with 18,558 passengers in all 
three classes. It was estimated that of 
this number 3,500 were American citi- 
zens and that at least. 15,000 were aliens 
seeking admission to this country. 

Eleven hundred and seventy-five first- 
class and 5,939 second-class passengers 
were landed at the piers, and the task 
of questioning them on board the ships 
and examining thelr baggage ashore 
kept the forces of the immigration and 
customs departments working at top 
speed. For hours the passengers stood 
in long lines along the. piers; waiting 


their turn. to get inspectors, and the
